It is the 
first f a t a l affair of the kind whiehhas 
occurred there, but, the sentiment of 
the county endoi-scs it as the only 
successful attempt m a celebration 
which that lively little burg has ever 
made. The man who was killed has 
figured in many a shooting scrape, 
both at the delivering and receiving 
end of 1 lie battery. 
He nas escaped 


doiilh in some instances almost mi- 
raculously, and only an accident this 
lime allowed his intended victim to 
sh::i>t him. Taylor had l>ecn at Min- 
ociiiui all day Friday, drinking heav- 
ily and looking for trouble. 
He left 


for Hixon late in the afternoon, say- 
ing he'wonld make it lively for them 
there. He had a quarrel with one of 
his brothers, and touched .his ear 
with a bullet from his revolver. He 
went out to meet a man named 
ICugene Marki-e, also a resident of 
Hixon, and, revolver in hand, told 
Marki-i- that he was going to kill 
him. 
The latter was returning from 


a rabbit hunt, and was armed with a 
Winchester. Taylor put his revolver 
in -Markce's face, and with Ids hand 
on his collar crowded him along the 
road. Taylor stumbled and lost his 
hold on Markee, whotook advantage 
of the instant by placing his Win- 
chester against Felix ami firing. The 
ball passed through the body, killing 
him instantly. 
Markee gave himself 


up to the Minocqna authorities, and 
a coroner's jury in charge of Justice 
Reed went to the scene. 
Taylor's 


body still lay in the rond, his right 
hand gripping the revolver lightly. 
A verdict of death by a shot from 
some unknown person was given and 
Markce's examination has not. yet 
l>cen held, but he will no doubt l>e 
acquitted.
